THE  BETTING  TAX 


ot  South  Africa  there  arc  clauses  which 
make  it  obligatory  to  sign  reporta  and

The  new  legislation,  ao  far  as  can 
be  seen  at  this  long  distance,  ran  .serve 
no  useful  purpose.  It  strikes  at  an 
anonymity  which  is  one  of  the  out- 
standing characteristics  of  the  freedom 
of  the  press.  It  imposes  a  legal  obliga- 
tion on  newspapers ^to  use  space  for 
which  they  are  not  p.iid.  just  .ts  in  the 
case  of  the  inane  and  stupid  legislation 
in  this  Province  whereby  all  liquor 
advertisements  must  be  accompanied 
by  the  legend:  "This  advertisement  i.s 
not  published  or  displayed  by  the 
I.i.lMor  Control  Hoard  or  bv  thr  Cov 
eminent  of  British  Columbia."  I  he 
latter  regulation  impeaea  a  negative 

nrknowledgment  whereas  the  South 
African  legislation  imposes  a  positive 
acknowledgment,  and.  in  eflect,  is 
inqtiisitorial.  Surh  regulations  are  n.^t 
imposed  by  (iovernments  which  arc 
free  from  suspicion  of  having  their 
actions  iniestioned  In  the  interests  of 
clean  politics  nothing  is  acconipli.shcd 
by  such  methodic.  There  is  simply  an 
cnfirelv  unwarranted  pin-prick  policv 
being  employed  against  the  press,  and 
the  press  ia  not  in  the  habit  of  forget- 
ting anv  and  nil  nttenipts  which  are 
v^-^ '*made  to  ininnge  its  liberties. 


Mr.  W.  .1.  Ran.lall.  secretary  of  the 
Turf  Guardian  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  says  that  since  the  imposition 
of  a  betting  tax  in  Britain  the  volume 
of  lawful  betting  has  decreased  by 
quite  75  per  cent.  He  attributes  a 
third  of  the  decrease  to  a  definit.'  ro 
duction  of  betting  arising  partly  from 
the  restrictive  effect  of  the  tax.  He 
believes,  however  that  half  the  normal 
volume  of  betting  is  going  into  secret 
channels  where  the  tax  is  evaded.  In 
fact  he  shows  that  a  heavy  tax  on 
betting  has  the  same  effect  as  the 
legal  prohibition  of  betting;  it  merely 
drives  it  underground  and  in  so  doing 
multiplies  all  the  evils  incidental  to 
it.  .Mr.  Randall  says  no  moral  victory 
can  be  claimed  from  the  operation  of 
the  tax  in  Hritain,  but  on  the  con- 
trary there  is  an  undeniable  rctrogres- 
■ion  "in  tha  greatly  lessened  respect 
of  many  sportsmen  for  the  law.** 

Mr.  Randall  puts  forward  a  view- 
point of  a  betting  tax  which  had  been 
overlooked  or  ignored  by  all  govern- 
ments.! Kc  says  that  however  much  or 
little  a  betting  tax  may  yield  in  a  year. 

every  penny  of  it  must  come  out  of 
the  pockets  of  the  bettors  who  have 
lost  money  by  their  betting  during  the 
vear  With  the  tar  in  force  there  miivt 
be  at  the  end  ot  the  year  a  collective 
body  of  bettors  who  have  won  money 
di-.pite  the  tax.  aiul  another  body  of 
losing  bettors  who  have  provided  the 
winniata  of  the  other  body,  and.  in 
:4ddition,  thr  whole  of  thr  fax  money. 
Other  Customs  and  Excise  duties  have 
(Im  very  wgHrial  ^ffercnce  that  everx 

consumer,  or  user,  of  the  tared  .irticN 
or  service,  must  contribute  proportion 
ately  to  the  yield,  and  no  one  can 
escape  the  tax  at  the  expense  of  the 

others. 

A  betting  lax  applied  only  to  horse - 

raring  is  a  discriminatory  tax  because 
it  permits  all  other  forms  of  ganiblinir. 
itfcfal  or  ellwrwise.  to  go  free  save 
through  the  fines  iniposeil  in  police 
court  eases,  liorsc-raeing  is  iegalued, 
but  taxed.  Speculation  in  slocks, 
which  in  manv  instances  may  be  an 
equally  perilous  game,  is  legalized  and 
rcmaiM  onlgsed.  Card  games  are  not 
stibjrct  to  taxation  save  in  the  matter 
ot  the  levy  on  playing  cards,  and 
where  such  gamea  are  indulged  m 

iinaiithori/ed  premises.  Indeed  in  con- 
nection with  gambling  on  card  games 
there  aru  no  premisea  of  Mqr  character 
which  are  speeifically  authori«ed  for 
the  purpose.  Then  again  in  this 
country  tkerc  it  another  anomaly. 
Gambling  on  horse  rarrs  is  illegal  un- 
Icaa  practiaed  on  the  race  courses;  or. 
In  otiicr  worda.  it  ia  Meftl  to  hove  a
